Old Times in Augusta. 


Ihave been reading inthe Century for 





November, the autobiography of Mr. 
Joseph Jefferson, who, in 1842, when a boy, 
in company with his father and mother, 
made a tour of the West attached to a 
theatrical company. 


He relates that on their arrival at Spring- 


field, the capital of Lilinois, the legisiature 
being in session, there was every prospect 
of a successful season, excepting there was 
no building to be had in the city suitable 
™y-|for their use. In this exigency the man- 
agement of the company, of which the 
elder Jefferson was one, decided to build a 
cheap theatre, and did so, erecting a one 
the | Story building, 90 feet deep and 40 wide. 
Just as they were ready to commence busi 
ness, an unexpected obstacle was in the 


way. Areligious revival was in progress 


in the churches; the clergy and the relig- 
ious people of the city were en masse in op- 
position to a theatre, and, by some politica) 
legerdemain, induced the City Council to 
impose so high a license fee on them as to 


be absolutely prohibitory. All their funds 


had been expended in erecting the building, 
and there they were among enemies on 
every hand, completely bankrupt. In this 
emergency the management were visited 


by a young lawyer who proposed that, if 
they would place the matter in his hands, 
he would make it all right for them, with- 


out fee or compensation. He was accord- 


ingly employed, and went before the City 
the whole matter in sv 
ridiculous a light, made so funny a speech. 
set every one who heard it to laughing. 
and the order of the Council was revoked 
fhe young lawyer who did this kind act 
for the players was the afterwards famous 
Abraham Lincoln. 

On reading this interesting narrative, | 
was reminded of a somewhat similar epi- 
sode, whivh occurred in the town ot 
Augusta “long time ago.” It was in 1829 
—more than 60 years ago. Perhaps all the 
living have forgotten it but the writer of 
this. A company of probably cheap theat- 
ricals came from Boston te Augusta, and 
prepared to start a theatre. I knew noth- 
ing about a theatre then, only I had heard 
that it wasa very wicked place where bad 
men and worse women went. The State 
House and the present court house were 
being built that year, and a large number 
of other buildings were going up also, 
so thata large number of workmen from 
abroad were in town, which would prob- 
ably i the ber of theatre goers. 

But there was a violent opposition exist- 
ing among the citizens, especially among 
religious people, against the theatre. The 
town was in a perfect ferment about it. 
For some days no suitable room or hall 
could be obtained for the use of the players. 
Some small rooms were tried, which ended 
in failure, and the anti-theatre people were 
congratulating themselves with the idea 
that the theatricals would be driven out of 
town. Finally they obtained a room ina 
new and large building which was being 
erected on Water street. north of the 
bridge, by Mr. Moses Safford, and had it 
fitted up with a stage and other theatrical 
appurtenances, and had new posters print- 
ed, headed with, 


“This night 
Must make me or undo me quite,” 
and on a certain Wednesday evening it was 
to be determined whether a theater could 
be sustained in Augusta or not. 
At the time, Dr. Cochran of Monmouth, 
was chairman of the County Commissioners 
for Kennebec, and was superintending the 
building of the new court house. His son, 
Lorenzo » Was teaching the 
town school in the old brick school 
house, which was just off of State street 
at the foot of what is now Western Avenue. 
He and I boarded at the same house, Mr. 
James Snow’s tavern, a short distance east 
of the old court ho’ whieh was on the 
spot on which is now the jail. We were on 
poy Ree my terms—he being the teacher 
of the school in which he was yy oy 
I had taught in winter once in the Rollins’ 
district, and one term in the school house 
near the arsenal, and was expecting to 
teach there again the next winter. 
On the Wednesday that the theatricals 
had advertised to perform in the evening in 
their new quarters, Cochran had a session 
of his schoo! only in the forenoon, and he 
and I had an ment to ride to Sidney 
in the afternoon, w I had also been a 
teacher, and had uaintances. Cochran 
in the forenoon had had ‘occasion to chas- 
tise a disobedient boy who belonged to one 
of the ‘‘first families.” I remark here that 
it was the custom in those days for teachers 
to use a switch upon incorrigible boys. 
About four in the afternoon I went to 
our boarding house to find Mr. Cochran 
to go with me to Sidney, and found him in 
his room. The court was in session at the 
time, and the bar room, as the office of the 
house was then called, was full of men, 
mostly from out of town. 

As we came down we met a lady, the 
mother of the boy whom Cochran in the 
— had punished, who, in rather loud 
tones, inquired, “Is this Mr. Cochran?” 
He, in very subdued tones, replied, ‘*That 
is my name.” She immediately commenced 
to talk in a e that only a woman knows 
how to talk, which Cochran listened to in 
perfect silence, making not the least reply 
until she said, ‘I should not complain if my 
boy had been to blame, but it was another 
boy who did the mischief.”

How can we have the impudence to go 
among honest, upright people and expect 
cordial nition, or any nition at 
all? How dare the brazen thief, in his fine 
clothes, look into the frank, honest face of 
the swarthy, red-shirted mechanic, who has 
proved himself aman by that hard day’s 
labor? How can he pass a station-house or 
policeman without asking that summary 
justice may be meted out to him, rather 
than the poor, friendless, ragged wretches 
whom adverse circumstances seem some 
times to have so hedged about that God 
himself cannot help them? 
I look upon such men with wonder that 
never abates. Men, did I say? Satan grins 
at the misnomer.

Old Davy Crockett. 
Anecdotes of the Man Who Could Whip 
His Weight in Wildcats. 


The recent celebration of the anniversary 
of the birth of Davy Crockett has attracted 
public attention to one of the most remark- 
able men who ever lived in this State. 
@omparatively few of the i genera- 
tion are familiar with the characteristics of 
the famous Indian fighter, pioneer, hunter 
and member of Congress. 

In looking through an ojd scrap book 
to-day I found several copies of the Ariel, 
a literary and critical gazette published at 
Philadelphia. The number of Jan. 23, 
1829, contains the following story of Davy 
Crockett, which may not prove uninterest- 
ing just at this time: 

Davy Crockett, a Tennessee member of 
Congress. ‘The facetious Mr. K. of Ohio 
tells a good story in which this Congress- 
man from the wild woods of Tennessee 
figures as the hero. The reader will sup- 
pose Davy returned from the first session 
he had the honor of representing the people 
in Congress. Heisto suppose, further, 
that Davy bas fallen in with a number of 
his constituents ata raising and is telling 
them of his visit to the President. 

“The first thing I did,” said Davy “‘after 
I got to Washington was to go to the Presi- 
dent’s house. Thinks I, who’s afraid? If 
I didn’t I wish I may beshot. Says I,*Mr. 
Adams, I am Mr. Crockett from Tennessee.’ 
‘So,’ says he ‘how do you do Mr. Crockett ? 
and he shook me by the hand, although he 
knowed I went whole hog for Jackson. If 
didn’t | wish I may beshot. Notonly that, 
but he sent me a printed ticket to dine 
with him. I've got it in my pocket yet. 
if | haven’t | wish I may be shot.” (Here 
the printed ticket was exhibited for the 
admiration of the whole company). ‘1 
went to dinner,” said Davy, “‘and walked 
around the long table looking for some- 
thing that I liked. At last | took my seat 
just beside a fat goose, and helped myself 
to as much as | wanted. But I hadn’t took 
three bites when I looked away up the table 
ata man‘ called Tash (attache). He was 
talking French to a woman on tother side 
of the table. He dodged his bead and she 
dodged hers, and they got to drinking wine 
across the table. If they didn’t I wish I 
may be shot. But when I looked back 
again my plate was gone, goose and all. 
So I jist cast my eyes down to t’other end 
of the table and sure enough I seed a white 
man walking off with my plate. Says I, 
‘Hello, mister, bring back my plate.’ He 
fetched it back in a hurry, as you may sup- 
pose, and when he set it down before me 
how do you think it was? Licked as clean 
as my hand. If it wasn’t 1 wish I may be 
shot. Sayshe, ‘What will you have, sir? 
And says I, ‘You may well say that gfter 
stealing my goose ;’ and he began to laugh. 
If he didn’t, | wish | may be shot. Then 
says I, ‘Mister, laugh, if you please, but I 
don’t half like such tricks on travellers. 
If I do, I wish I may be shot.’ I then filled 
my plate with bacon and greens, and when- 
ever I looked up or down the table I held 
my plate with my left hand. If I didn’t, 
I wish I may be shot. When we were all 
done eating they cleared everything off the 
table and took away the table cloth, and 
what do you think there was another table 
cloth under it. If there wasn’t, I wish i 
may be shot. ThenI saw a man coming 
along carrying a ey glass thing with a 
handle below, full of little glass cups with 
something in that looked good to eat. 
Says I, ‘Mister, bring that here.’ Thinks 
I, let's taste "em first. They were mighty 
sweet and good, and so took six of em. If 
[ didn’t, I wish | may be d—d.” 

The Ariel of Feb. 7, 1829, contained the 
following: ‘*The Hon. David Crockett, 
member of Congress from Tennessee, who 
has been made the hero of a most laugh- 
able story by a waggish Kentucky editor, has 
taken the matter sv seriously to heart as 
to publish certificates of his conduct on 
the occasion alluded to. Mr. Clark of 
Kentucky and Mr. Verplank of New York 
have both certified that his conduct at the 
President’s house was ‘marked with the 
strictest propriety.’” 

Crockett was sitting ina hotel at Wash- 
ington in company with a number of other 
congressmen. A member from Massachu- 
setts, whose name I do not remember, 
was standing in the door. Turning to 
Davy, he calied out: “*Crockett, here come 
some of your constituents.” Davy arose, 
walked to the door, and calmly surveyed a 
drove of mules being driven down the 
street. 

“Where are they going?” asked the 
member from the Bay State. 

“They are going to Massachusetts to 
teach school,” replied Davy, without chang- 
ing the expression of his face. Crockett 
uletly took bis seat beside the stove again. 
e had turned the joke. Let us hope that 
the M h ts ber was liberal 
enough to treat.— Nashville American.
